Victory over.sin is not found by 
looking in. The strength to resist temp- 
tation is not in ourselves but in Christ. 
One contrast between the seventh and 
eighth chapters of Romans serves to 
illustrate this fact. In the King James 
Version the personal pronoun “I” is used 
thirty-three times in chapter seven, and 
only twice in chapter eight. Having 


used it thirty times, Paul exclaims, “O 
wretched man that I am!” Any con- 
scientious man will come to the same 
conclusion if he probes his own heart. 
But as we, with Paul, by faith turn from 
ourselves to the Lord Jesus Christ, all 
the glory of His forgiveness, His grace, 
and His power bursts upon us, and we 
begin to realize in experience that “the 
law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
hath made me free from the law of sin 
and death.” Even when the personal 
pronoun is used in chapter eight, Paul 
is looking away to .“the glory which 
shall be revealed in us,” and to “the love 
of God, which is in Christ Jesus our 
Lord.” The seventh of Romans is 
needed, and was given to us by inspira- 
tion, to reveal our own great need of 
Christ. But the doorway from the con- 
flict and despair of the one chapter into 
the triumph of the other is found in 
these words of the last verse of chapter 
seven: “I thank God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.”

We do things we ought 
not; we leave undone things we ought to 
do; and in both cases we fail in paying 
our duty debt tyGod. Sometimes this in- 
cludes as well failure to render our fel- 
low man the debt of duty we owe to him.

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sional soldier for forty-six yeers. A 
recent article in Time (Jan. 29), while 
it contains nothing to show that he is a 
Christian, yet portrays him as.an out- 
standing soldier. When he received his 
commission as second lieutenant in 1901 
“he began to live and breathe Army.” 
“It was not in Krueger’s nature to 
worry,” says the writer. He himself 
says: “I don’t want any legends built 
up around me. I’m just doing what 
they’re paying me for.” “There are lots 
of times, he admits, ‘when I don’t know 
what to do—but I know what not to 
do.’” When he was sent to Australia 
to head the Sixth Army, “headquarters 
in a Brisbane hotel was too plush for 
Krueger: he moved to a camp 16 miles 
out of town and lived in a hut.” Out 
of his long military experience he de- 
clared that “simplicity in strategic con- 
ception, perfection in technique, firm- 
ness in execution” are basic principles. 
“Decisive results can be achieved by the 
offensive only.” Here is food for thought 
for every earnest Christian, and the les- 
sons are obvious. One is reminded of 
Paul’s word to Timothy: “Thou there- 
fore endure hardness, as a good soldier 
of Jesus Christ. No man that warreth 
entangleth himself with the affairs of 
this life; that, heymay please him who 
hath chosen him to be a sqldier” (2 Tim. 
2:3, 4). VY 
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a burden of. sin. debt, and our Arsh peed, 
in our relationship with God, is to give- 
ness of that debt. 


In His parable on forgiveness in Mat- 
thew 18, Christ estimates that debt as be- 
yond our ability to pay. A man who 
makes much ado over a paltry sum of 100 
denarii owing to him is himself beholden 
to his master for the cancelling of a debt 
of 10,000 talents. Ten million dollars, as 
against a mere twenty dollars! Thus 
does our Lord set forth the disparity be- 
tween the wrongs done to us and the 
wrongs for which we are answerable to 
God. It means we have been daily ac- 
cumulating a sin debt wholly beyond the 
possibility of our ever discharging. And 
the first and most pressing need of every 
unsaved person is the removal of this 
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burden of sin debt. For while sin re- 
mains unforgiven there is estrangement 
between our soul and God. The union of 
the soul with God waits upon the for- 
giveness of our sin. 

Now, both in the Lord’s Prayer, and in 
the parable just mentioned, it is stressed 
that we must forgive if we would be for- 
given. “Forgive us our debts, as we for- 
give our debtors.” The free, full pardon 
bestowed upon the servant in the parable 
was contingent upon a forgiving spirit in 
himself toward others. Failing of such a 
spirit, and dealing harshly with the man 
who owed him 100 denarii, the servant 
forfeited his own pardon. “Then his 
lord, after that he had called him, said 
unto him, O thou wicked servant, I for- 
gave thee all that debt, because thou 
desiredst me: shouldest not thou also 
have had compassion on thy fellow- 
servant, even as I had pity on thee? And 
his lord was wroth, and delivered him to 
the tormentors, till he should pay all that 
was due unto him. So likewise shall my 
heavenly Father do also unto you, if ye 
from your hearts forgive not every one 
his brother their trespasses” (Matt. 18: 
32-35). We must forgive, if we would be 
forgiven. 

This does not mean that we are to 
offer the fact that we forgive those who 
wrong us as an inducement to God to 
forgive us. There is always one ground, 
and one only, set forth in the Bible as 
the ground of the divine pardon, and that 
is the cross. We are forgiven for Christ’s 
sake, not because we have a forgiving 
spirit. But while the forgiveness of 
others is not the ground on which God’s 
pardon becomes ours, it is a condition 
attaching to the enjoyment of such par- 
don. Forgiveness of our debtors is not 
a price we pay, but a condition we must 
meet. We all know God attaches certain 
conditions to the bestowakh of pardon. 
They are that we repent and believe on 
Christ as our Saviour. But the forgiving 
spirit is a part of repentance, and the un- 
forgiving spirit hinders God’s bestowal 
of pardon. 

For one thing it reveals in us an in- 
capacity to appreciate the boon of par- 
don. He who cannot forgive the much 
smaller sin debt of wrong-done to him 
has no realization of the debt he himself 
owes to God and of the grace that is 
willing freely and fully to pardon that 
debt. The harsh, unforgiving heart has 
no appreciation of God’s grace in pardon 
and therefore lacks the capacity to re- 
ceive that grace. It would be wasted 
upon him. 

Refusing to forgive our neighbors, we 
not only erect a barrier against our own 
forgiveness but darken our whole life as 
well. F. W. Boreham tells of visiting an 
old man who was hard, sullen, and sour 
through cherishing a bitter resentment 
over many years. Grievously wronged 
in his youth, he had said, “I'll remember 
it to my dying day,” and he did, and not 
till then did it dawn upon him that 
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thereby he had only soured and dark- 
ened his own life. “I see now,” he said, 
“that my curses have eaten out my soul. 
My hate has hurt nobody but myself. 
But, God knows, it’s turned my life into 
hell!” And it surely had. 

In happy contrast was the case of old 
John, the English village watchmaker. 
As a young man he had been ambitious 
to develop his small business in a London 
suburb into something big. Getting a 
hint that a splendid corner store would 
soon be vacant, and thinking it an ideal 
place for a large business, he sought the 
advice of a friend in the same trade. This 
friend discouraged the idea, saying it was 
a big risk. On this advice John aban- 
doned his plan, only to find later that his 
friend had betrayed him with false ad- 
vice to take the opportunity himself. He 
had not known the place was becoming 
vacant, but on hearing of it, deliberately 
discouraged John from starting business 
there in order to do so himself. The new 
venture was a fine business success, and 
John vowed he would never forgive the 
one who had double-crossed him. 

After some time, disturbed by his con- 
science, the betrayer came to see John to 
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apologize. John showed him the door, 
and threatened to kick him out if he ever 
came again. But John wasn’t happy. 


_ Life seemed to have lost its meaning. He 


felt at enmity with man and with God, 
too. An inner voice whispered that he 
should forgive, but still he refused. 

Then one day, a customer brought in 
a clock that would not run. He soon saw 
that all that was wrong was that the 
striking gong was out of position slightly, 
preventing the pendulum from swinging 
freely. It was righted in a second. When 
the customer left, John got thinking that 
forgiveness was something like the 
swinging of a pendulum. A man must 
forgive to be forgiven. The pendulum 
must be free to swing in either direction 
or it stops. Then he knew why he was 
unhappy. He wanted the pendulum of 
forgiveness to swing in his direction 
only; he wanted God’s forgiveness while 
denying it to his friend. To see it that 
way was to take suitable action. The 
broken friendship was pieced together 
again.- 

Of course, in cases where grievous 
wrong has been done it is very difficult

Bishop McConnell and the 
Deity of Christ 


The leading editorial in the Tnmves 
for December 2, 1944, was a review by 
Ernest Gordon of the new book! en- 
titled “Twentieth Century Reformation,” 
by Carl McIntire. The editorial dealt 
at length with the Modernism of the 
Federal Council, and quoted statements 
of leaders, among which was one sen- 
tence from Bishop McConriell. Mr. Gor- 
don now sends the following statement 
to the Editor for publication: 


“In an editorial on the Federal Coun- 
cil I find I am in error at one point. 
I passed on a sentence in Bishop McCon- 
nell’s ‘The Christlike God,’ often quoted 
against him, to the effect that the ten- 
dency to deify Jesus is more heathen 
than Christian. This sentence, al- 
though actually there, is hypothetical 
and not an absolute statement. Bishop 
McConnell’s book is an attempt to prove 
that God is like Christ. This could 
hardly be if Christ were not God. Paul’s 
word is, ‘God was in Christ, reconciling | 
the world unto himself.’ 


“It is at this point of atoning recon- 
ciliation, I think, that Bishop McConnell 
errs. He says: 


“Back in the early ages of the Church 
there were some, probably only a few, 
thinkers, who taught that Satan had a 
claim on the souls of men which only 
the death of the Son of God could satisfy, 
and that God met the obligation by send-

ing the Son to the cross. As an intel- 
lectual construction this theory arouses 
only amused pity today. 


“Among the few thinkers, neverthe- 
less, who held these opinions must be 
classified both the Apostle Paul and the 
Lord Jesus Himself. Paul wrote, ‘Who 
hath delivered us from the power of 
darkness [that is, the bondage and 
claims of Satan], and hath translated us 
into the kingdom of his dear,Son: in 
whom we have redemptien through his 
blood, even the forgiveness of sins’ (Col. 
1:13, 14). : 

“That God sent his Son to the cross 
Paul also teaches: ‘He that spared not 
his own Son, but delivered him up for 
us all’ (Rom. 8:32). When he spoke of 
‘the church of God, which he hath pur- 
chased with his own blood’ (Acts 20:28), 
he referred to a claim on the souls of 
men in bondage which only the death 
of the Son of God could break. This is 
the central doctrine of Christianity, ever 
held as such by the,Church in all ages. 
Our Lord declared that He had come ‘to 
give his life a ransom for many’ (Matt. 
20:28). His dying word, tetelestai, ‘it is 
finished,’ was the common word in the 
vernacular of the time for ‘paid,’ 
stamped on all bills. 


“Dr. Fosdick might say, ‘The tendency 
to deify Jesus is more heathen than 
Christian’; Bishop McConnell’s book 
seems to me to refute those who say 
so. But one could wish to find some- 
where in it the clear and unmistakable 
affirmation of Thomas, ‘My Lord and 
my God.’”

A peasant woman's discovery — 
the Amarna Tablets

URING the winter of 1887-1888 a 

peasant woman discovered by acci- 
dent some clay tablets at a site called 
Tell el-Amarna in Egypt, some 200 miles 
south of Cairo. It is related that the 
woman happened to find the tablets be- 
cause she was digging in the ruins of 
Tell el-Amarna, once the ancient capital 
of Egypt, getting dust from the remains 
of the buildings which she used to fer- 
tilize her garden. Upon finding the tab- 
lets, she filled her basket with them and 
took them home. According to one 
story, she sold her rights to these tab- 
lets for fifty cents.1 Finally they were 


, brought to the attention of scholars. M. 


G. Kyle remarks, “How many she had 
already pulverized and grown into leeks 
and cucumbers and melons will never be 
known.2 


Ecypt SHeps LIGHT ON PALESTINE 


These tablets were written in Baby- 
lonian cuneiform, and when they were 
translated it was found that they were 
letters which had been written by the 
kings of various cities of Palestine and 
Syria to the kings of Egypt named 
Amenhotep III and his son Amenhotep 
IV.3 Thus these tablets date from the 
period of 1400-1350 B.C., which is ap- 
proximately the time of Joshua and the 
conquest of Canaan. 

The Bible indicates that Canaan at 
the time of the Conquest was subject to 
many petty kings, who ruled over indi- 
vidual cities with perhaps their sur- 
rounding territory. The twelfth chapter 
of Joshua (vs. 9-24) lists some thirty- 
one such kings with whom Joshua and 
Israel came in contact during the mili- 
tary campaigns in Canaan. The Amarna 
Tablets confirm this picture of Canaan, 
for these tablets were actually written 
by such kinglets who ruled over various 
cities. Seven of the tablets were writ- 
ten by the King of Jerusalem, and others 
were from the kings of such places as 
Tyre and Sidon (Breasted, op.cit., p. 
383). 

Tue HABIRI QUESTION 


Several of the Amarna Tablets tell of 
the invasion of the Habiri into Palestine, 
and plead with the King of Egypt for 
help against them. One of the kings of 
Palestine frantically writes down to 
Egypt asking for aid against the in- 
vaders, adding, “For if no troops come

in this year, the whole territory of my 
Lord, the King, will perish” (ibid., p. 
387). The King of Jerusalem writes in 
one of his letters, “The whole land of 
my Lord, the’ King, is going to ruin” 
(ibid., p. 388). 

Several scholars believe that the 
Habiri are to be identified with the He- 
brews, and that the Amarna Tablets give 
us the side of the native dwellers of 
Canaan in their energetic struggle 
against the invasion of the land under 
Joshua and the Israelites. G. A. Barton 
pointed out that he inclined to hold that 
the Habiri were Hebrews, although he 
acknowledges that the view is not with- 
out difficulty.1 M. G. Kyle felt that there 
were difficulties with the identification, 
mainly because he dated the Exodus at 
the late date of 1220 B.C. Whether 
Dr. Kyle would have changed his views 
in the light of the more recent Jericho 
evidence concerning the date of the Exo- 
dus and the Conquest, we do not know. 

As yet the identification of the Habiri 
of the Amarna Tablets with the Hebrews 
is not conclusively proved. At least it 
offers an interesting possibility. And 
certainly it can be stated that the 
Amarna Tablets show that there was a 
group of city-states in Palestine at this 
period, just as indicated in the Book of 
Joshua. 


FINDING JosHuUA’s NAME 


In one of his books, Sir Charles Mar- 
ston points out that a recent article in 
a well-known agnostic English journal 
said, in effect: Find the name of David 
or Solomon or Joshua among these con- 
temporary inscriptions, and we will be- 
lieve.2 

The Amarna Tablets answer this chal- 
lenge, for in one of them appears the 
name “Joshua.” This particular letter 
was written by a man named Mut Baal, 
a chieftain of the Jordan Valley. He 
writes that a man named Job (Aiah), 
King of Pella, had fled before him. Upon 
skepticism being expressed, Mut Baal re- 
plies: “As the King, my Lord, liveth, Job 
is not in Pella. For two months he has 
been hiding. Ask then Benjamin ask 
then Tadua, ask then Joshua.” Here 
then we have the very name Joshua, 
coming from the time of the Biblical 
Joshua. Professor Olmstead of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago believes that this is 
the Joshua of Scripture.8 Whether or 
not this is actually a reference to the

to forgive those who have wronged us, 
especially on the part of some natures. 
But thus to forgive is very Christlike. 
Of Governor Stewart, once governor of 
Missouri, it is told that he once examined 
a convict with a view to pardoning him. 
He recognized the man as a former mate 
of a steamboat on which he, the gov- 
ernor, had served as a cabin boy. The 
man had been notorious for his cruelty 
toward those under him. Handing him 
his pardon, Stewart said: “I want you to 
promise that you will never again take 
a stick of wood and drive a sick boy out 
of his berth on a stormy night, becaure 
that boy might some day be governor, 
and you may want him to pardon you for 
another crime. I was that boy! Here is 
your pardon!” 

“Let all bitterness, and wrath, and 
anger, and clamour, and evil speaking,” 
wrote Paul, “be put away from you, with 
all malice: and be ye kind one to an- 
other, tenderhearted, forgiving one an- 
other, even as God for Christ’s sake hath 
forgiven you” (Eph. 4:31,32). Here is the 
secret: we need to find it in our hearts 
to forgive those who have wronged us, 
even as God for Christ’s sake hath for- 
given us. 

The late Hugh Price Hughes was once 
asked to speak to a woman who was in 
great distress of soul. She was wealthy, 
cultured, and dressed in mourning. “I 
don’t know why I came,” she said. “It 
is of no use, but the fact is, I have not

Hiding His Word in Our Hearts

OW would you like to have your 
heart daily stirred and thrilled in 
communion with the Lord and your soul 
fed on His Word, naturally and easily, 
without countless distractions and in- 
truding thoughts of other things you 
must do? If you are a high school stu- 
dent or working among unsaved people, 
how would you like to be well fortified 
for the day’s contacts? All you need is 
a daily walk or bus ride to school or 
work, of fifteen minutes or more. Let 
me tell of my experience, because it has 
been a tremendous blessing to me and 
I hope that you will adopt a similar plan. 
When I was a-.sophomore in high school 
some boys who had been to Bible school 
from our young people’s group gave us 
some personal work verses to learn be- 
tween meetings. I found it exceedingly 
difficult to sit down and concentrate on 
them, so one day I studied them as I 
walked to school. I was amazed at how 
quickly I learned them when there 
wasn’t anything else that I could be do- 
ing and so disturb my concentration. 
When I finished them I had enjoyed 
the morning walk with them so much 
that I decided to copy off a chapter on 
a piece of paper and learn it. The sev- 
enth of Matthew seemed like a good 
short chapter, so I learned it. By the 
time I had finished it I was hungry for 
more, and soon it was unthinkable that 
I should walk to school without memo- 
rizing and meditating on some favorite 
part of a chapter. I discovered that 
memorization leads directly and inevi- 
tably to meditation as no mere reading 
ever did for me. And as I memorized 
and meditated on the Word I prayed 
it in. 

I seldom set myself to accomplish a 
given stint of memorizing. I soon learned 
that to hide the Word in my heart was 
not an end in itself but simply a means 
to an end, —— “that I might not sin against 
thee,” to put it positively, that it might 
be translated into Christian living. Mere 
“knowledge puffeth up, but love edi- 
fieth,” and often I was drawn out in 
praise and love to the Lord and spent 
the time singing praise to Him. Other 
times I couldn’t grasp the thought of 
the paragraph I was working on, but as 
I repeated it over and over, suddenly 
the meaning of it would flash upon me, 
and how many are the times I laughed 
aloud for joy and wonder as. some puz- 
zling passage became clear to me. Very 
often I discovered new connections be- 





tween verses. When I read, the number- 
ing of the verses, especially in the Epis- 
tles where the thought is not carried 
along in narrative form, seemed to set 
each verse by itself as though unre- 
lated; but the memorizing of a para- 
graph establishes connections. 


It was on one of these morning walks, 
as I was learning the Sixteenth Psalm 
that I made one of my greatest life de- 
cisions. “The Lord is the portion of 
mine inheritance and of my cup: thou 
maintainest my lot. The lines are fallen 
unto me in pleasant places; yea, I have 
a goodly heritage . . . I have set the 
Lord always before me: because he is 
at my right hand, I shall not be moved. 
... Thou wilt show me the path of life: 
in thy presence is fulness of joy; at 
thy right hand there are pleasures for 
evermore” (vs. 5, 6, 8, 11). 


I kept up the habit fairly constantly 
during my sophomore and junior years 
in high school. In my senior year a 
group of us high school girls who met 
for Bible study decided to memorize the 
Book of Ephesians. I already had the 
memorization habit, and undertook the 
new project with enthusiasm. It was 
too big a dose all at once for the others, 
and they didn’t get far. It took my 
whole senior year to learn those six 
chapters, and at the end I didn’t have 
them all on the tip of my tongue. 


I kept up the habit off and on after 
high school days, sometimes having a 
walk of an hour or more. Strange as it 
seems, I did very little memorizing while 
in Bible school, but four years after 
learning Ephesians, I again had a long 
daily walk to college, during which I 
undertook to memorize the Book of He- 
brews. Though Hebrews is twice as 
long as Ephesians, and several of the 
chapters are much longer than in Ephe- 
sians, and the subject matter more diffi- 
cult, yet I learned the Book of Hebrews 
in the same length of time as I did Ephe- 
sians and had Hebrews much better re- 
viewed and all the chapters well in hand 
at the end, so that I could (at that time !) 
repéat the entire book. It shows how 
tremendously one’s ability to memorize 
may improve with exercise, I am one of 
those who find frequent review neces- 
sary if I would keep what I have memo- 
rized. 

I am forever thankful to the Lord that 
He led me to that means of growth in 
grace. I think this habit is the thing 
that has contributed most to my Chris- 
tian life.

Providing Substitute Teachers

HE problem of substitute teachers is

With 
his spirits dampened he is lost as a sub- 
stitute because he has nothing to do, 
and as a regular teacher because of his 
unpleasant experience of having no out- 
let for his testimony. 

Any plan for substitute teachers must 
be concerned with the welfare of the sub. 
stitute himself as well as of the regular 
teacher and the class. The position of 
substitute teacher can well be a train- 
ing ground, a type of internship. In this 
sense the system must not be haphaz- 
ard, but well supervised with the full 
co-operation of all concerned. The sub- 
stitute must have a definite time to 
teach and must be under the influence 
of*the regular teacher. In addition to 
this, he must be included in all teachers’ 
meetings and departmental activities. 

One more factor should be noted be- 
fore presenting a definite plan. The 
regular teacher needs a substitute for 
more reasons than sickness and an occa- 
sional absence. The regular teacher 
should feel free to visit other Sun- 
day schools and to observe other 
teachers. No teacher should be so 
identified with a class that he must 
forfeit all associations with those of 
his own age in the extra-curricular 
activities of the Sunday school. He 
should be free at various times so 
that he may maintain a connection with 
his own class and hear a lesson taught 
to him for his own spiritual growth. 

The following is a workable plan for 
using substitute teachers to the best ad- 
vantage, in order to train them and 


enable them to give the regular teacher 
genuine assistance. The pastor, general 
superintendent, and departmental super- 
intendents should be on the alert for 
those who show the fruits of a deep 
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Christian experience and encourage 
them to accept a position as substitute 
teacher. Such a person should also. be 
encouraged to enroll in local teacher 
training classes and should be supplied 
with good teaching helps. Then he is 
assigned to a particular teacher and 
class, and is as much a part of the activ- 
ities of that group as the teacher. He 
should teach at least once a month, even 
though the teacher is not absent. An 
agreement should be made so that on a 
given Sunday each month the assistant 
teacher may take over the class, gain 
experience, and free the teacher for as- 
sociation with his own age group. The 
ideal situation is to provide each teacher 
in the school with an assistant teacher 
and to designate one Sunday a month as 
“Substitute Sunday,” at which time all 
substitutes may teach. The assistant 
superintendent could preside on this 
day. 


It should be the policy of the school 
to elect its regular teachers from the 
ranks of the substitutes, and thereby 
give those usually forgotten people a 
sense of responsibility, a desirable out- 
look, and a feeling that they are really 
meeting a need.

OW much genuine joy a little child 

experiences who can proudly and 
humbly say, “This is my Bible”! It is 
expected that every one eventually will 
own a Bible. But why put off that time 
indefinitely? As soon as a child is old 
enough to read anything, he is old 
enough to read the Bible. To teach a 
child the Lord’s Prayer, the Ten Com- 
mandments, and the Beatitudes, and then 
to show him where they may be found 
in the Bible gives him a sense of rev- 
erence for and an understanding of the 
Bible that cannot be instilled tceo early.

In some Sunday schools where Bibles 
are presented as awards for attendance 
and the like, it must be remembered 
that some children are prevented from 
having a perfect attendance record 
through no fault of their own. So the 
wise teacher will ask the co-operation 
of parents, where it is possible, to pro- 
vide their children with Bibles. Re- 
spect, not alone for the Bible but for 
books in general, may be taught at a 
very early age when the child feels 
that a book belongs to him. One of 
the most treasured possessions todev of 
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a woman fifty years old is the worn 
Bible, with her name stamped on the 
outside cover, which her mother gave 
her when she was eight years old.

Planning Special Programs

E APPOINT a chairman for our 
Program Committee which is 
made up of our entire staff of teachers. 
All through the year, the -teachers of 
our Primary Department, also those of 
the “grades,” make it a point to teach 
new songs, drills, exercises, motion 
songs, and pantomimes to the members 
of their own classes. So, whenever a 
program is needed for a special day, 
the chairman of the Program Committee 
confers with the teachers, and, together, 
they make out a good program. As a 
rule, they find enough fine material all 
ready, to be given on the day appointed. 
In this way, there is seldom any lapse 
of memory, or inefficient presentation, 
on the part of those who participate. This 
also eliminates that nerve-wracking or- 
deal of a “practicing” together in the 
auditorium, for each teacher sponsors 
and drills her own group at the final 
rehearsal, in the church auditorium. The 
results of such a plan as this are har- 
monious and _ satisfactory, for our 
teachers exercise care in giving every 
child in our school some part on the 
program. 

If it is a Children’s Day program, a 
child is given the responsibility of act- 
ing as superintendent (supervised by the 
superintendent) for that day. The work 
is done entirely by the children, and 
one who has a clear voice reads the 
numbers on the program. Our parents 
are pleased, and we are often given a 
contact with those who have been dis-

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Promoting Study at Home 
By Mary Froelich’ 


ETTING my pupils to study the les- 

son at home was a comparatively 
easy task, after I had ascertained their 
individual aptitude along some particu- 
lar line. 

One girl, who draws remarkably well, 
brings a picture, either original, or by 
some well-known illustrator (if the 
work is not original, she makes a much 
larger picture), and is able to give clever 
ideas on the work she has done. Some- 
times she uses a blackboard, but more 
often a large paper, or cardboard, on an 
easel. Sometimes she draws in black 
and white, and sometimes with colored 
crayons or crayolas. 

One pupil has a flair for “family 
trees”: she loves to study the ancestry 
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or lineage of the Bible characters por- 
trayed in each lesson. Her work is 
interesting and enlightening, and also 
adds to the interest of each lesson. 


Another pupil, a bright lad, loves his- 
tory. He likes to browse among the 
books; loves to depict the battles in a 
really dramatic way, or any historical 
part that can be used instructively and 
entertainingly. 

Another does lettering remarkably 
well, and the lettered wall mottoes are 
attractive and inspirational. 


One girl collects illustrations (mostly 
from THE Sunpay Scnoot TIMEs) and 
gives them tellingly, in a never-to-be- 
forgotten way. 


A lad is responsible for an able recita- 
tion, from memory, of the events related 
to the lesson. He gives it concisely, 
graphically. 

Still another is on the alert for the 
“Take-it-home-with-you” thought. She 
has a pencil and paper, and notes down 
thoughts as we go along, then deduces 
one gem, which is her loving contribu- 
tion to the lesson, her particular way 
of serving her class. (I might add, in- 
cidentally, that the others are also given 
opportunity to give a “closing thought,” 
byt this particular member of the class 
gives hers last.) 


To another is assigned the “Mission- 
ary Outlook.” 


One girl finds a poetic thought in 
every lesson, and weaves this thought 
into poetry. The sentiment expressed 
in her lines is tender and beautiful, 
strong in interest and in spirituality. 
Every pupil has his or her assigned 
part, for, as the Apostle Paul tells us, 
there are “diversities of gifts.’ The 
Master’s loving thought of us has made 
it possible for ALL to serve in some 
useful and needed sphere; so we, as 
teachers, should find out early each 
pupil’s particular gift and take that into 
account in giving individual assign- 
ments. 

So, to each earnest teacher and reader 
of THe Sunpay Scuoot Tres, I would 
voice this plea: Discover and use the 
talents. You may, like myself, be as- 
tounded at the diversity of remarkable 
gifts that are to be found in a class of 
ten to fifteen pupils.. When once set 
into motion, they increase the joy and 
service the pupils render “for Christ 
and the Church,” as well as to their 
classmates.

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Theistic. Evolution — Il 
By Arthur |. Brown, M.D., F.R.C.S. 


Question—Does not theistic evolution 
honor God quite as much as the Creation 
view? Many hold that evolution is simply 
God’s way of working, and the available 
evidence supports this view. What is your 
opinion? 


HE term, theistic evolution, has been 
adopted by those — usually professed 
Christians—who desire to retain at 
least a nominal hold on Christianity. 
They swing away from the rigid mech- 
anism and materialism of the atheist

towsrd some kind of spiritual interpre- 
tation of nature. 

Some mysterious influence of some 
kind of God had something to do with 
starting life somewhere and implanting 
in this first living cell strange and even 
miraculous powers of change and prog- 
ress through the various stages from 
worm to fish, to amphibian, to reptile, 
to mammal, and lastly, to man. 

This distinction between theistic evo- 
lution and the atheistic brand is made by 
religious people and not by scientists. 
Here is what one leading evolutionist 
thinks about it. Prof. D. M. S. Watson, 
speaking at the Capetown meeting of the 
British Association, in 1929, said: 

“Evolution is a theory universally ac- 
cepted, not because it can be proved to 
be true, but because the only alternative, 
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Special Creation, is clearly incredible.” 

This statement correctly describes the 
attitude of evolutionary scientists, and 
so, our theistic evolutionist must break 
with the leaders of the theory of Trans- 
formism. 

It may be admitted that IF God had 
chosen an evolutionary process as His 
way of producing the universe and all 
things therein, it would honor Him. As 
we see it, though, God’s omnipotent 
power does not require long periods of 
time to carry out His will in this way. 
“He spake, and it was done; he com- 
manded, and it stood fast” (Psa. 33:9). 

The God of the theistic evolutionist is 
surely not the God of the Bible. The 
evolutionist’s God is an impersonal God 
—a God allied with nature—a sort of 
pantheistic abstraction. The Christian’s 
God is personal and transcendental. Be- 
tween the two there is a great gulf fixed. 
It follows that a theistic evolutionist is a 
possibility, but a “Christian evolutionist” 
is an impossibility. It is a contradiction 
of terms, and possible only, as Bishop 
Warren Candler put it, provided the in- 
dividual is not much of a Christian and 
not much of an evolutionist ! 

The Bible devotes much space and 
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there are hundreds of references to crea- 
tion. Nowhere is there any suggestion of 
an evolutionary process. Jesus Christ 
accepted in its entirety the Old Testa- 
ment, including Genesis and the account 
of creation given therein. How then can 
anyone think of uniting two ideas which 
God has separated by a vast gulf which 
is unbridgeable? An attempt to do so in- 
volves a repudiation of the’ Bible itself 
and the Christ of the Bible. 

It is stated that evolution is God’s way 
of working. What does science. say 
about this? Do the proved facts warrant 
any such claim —a claim which is often 
heard and more frequently read by those 
who are uninformed and therefore un- 
duly impressed with the dogmatic assur- 
ances of those who are enamored with 
the theory of a brute ancestry for man- 
kind? 

The answer is an emphatic “No!” 
Space will not allow an extended discus- 
sion of this important point, but it will 
be considered in the next article when 
an answer is given to the question, “Is it 
not true that practically all eminent sci- 
entists repudiate the Genesis account of 
creation?

Approach to the Lesson 


HERE are several different aspects 
of forgiveness taught in the Word 


of God. Eternal forgiveness, in- 
volving complete justification from all 
things, is dependent solely upon faith in 
the Lord Jesus Christ (Acts 13:38, 39). 
The basis of it is His atoning work on 
the cross (Eph. 1:7). After one has 
been thus forgiven and made a child of 
God by new birth, he stands before God 
as one cleared of every charge. But if, 
as a believer, sin and failure come in 
to destroy his fellowship with God, he 
needs restorative forgiveness. This de- 
pends on full confession of the offense 
(1 John 1:9). At times, there are*seri- 
ous temporal or governmental effects, 
that may continue even after the soul 
has been restored. Where there is quiet 
submission to the will of God and true 
self-judgment, these effects may be re- 
moved, and so one obtains governmental 
forgiveness. We have an example of 
this in James 5:15, last clause. Govern- 
mental forgiveness, however, may be 
revoked if one does not forgive his 
brethren. This is what is emphasized 
in the present lesson, as also in the dis- 
ciples’ prayer, “Forgive us our debts, as 
we forgive our debtors” (Matt. 6:12; see 
also vs. 14 and 15 following). 

As a child of God, I stand in constant 
need of mercy. While failure in a be- 
liever does not destroy the link of union 
with Christ, it does destroy the link of 
communion, and this can only be re- 
newed and maintained as one takes the 
place of self-judgment, confessing the 
wrong done and manifesting grace to 


those who may have wronged him. It 
is useless to plead for the forgiveness 
of one’s own offenses while cherishing 
a hard, unforgiving spirit toward others. 
I am responsible to forgive as God in 
Christ has forgiven me (Eph. 4:32; Col. 
3:13). 


The Historical Setting 


According to most authorities, the con- 
versations reported in chapter 18 took 
place in Capernaum, in September A.D. 
29. Chapters 19 and 20 are occupied 
with events that occurred on our Lord’s 
last journey to Jerusalem, as the little 
company moved slowly south through 
Perea on the east of Jordan, during the 
following winter. 


Verse by Verse 


Matt. 18:21.—“How oft shall my 
brother sin against me, and I forgive 
him? till seven times?” Seven was the 
accepted number of mystical complete- 
ness. Peter evidently thought it might 
indicate the very farthest limit that one 
could be expected to go in granting for- 
giveness to one who had sinned against 
him. 

Verse 22.—“I say unto... thee... 
Until seventy times seven.” This was 
to say that there must be no limit placed 
upon one’s readiness to grant forgiveness 
to any erring brother, providing, of 
course, that he manifested grief for the 
wrong done and professed repentance 
(Luke 17:3, 4). 

Verse 23.—“Therefore is the kingdom 
of heaven likened unto a‘certain king, 
which would take account of his serv- 
ants.” A kingdom suggests rule or 
authority. The Kingdom of Heaven is 
Heaven’s government on earth. The 
absent Lord is rightful Lord of all. 
Though His salvation is by many re- 
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jected, and His aythority spu 
are numbers whé- consider

His servants and are reeognized of Him, , 


as such. Men are held accountable ac- 
cording to the profession they make. 


Verse 24.—“One . .. owed him ten 
thousand talents.” This was an enor- 
mous sum. A talent of silver was 750 
ounces. In our money, therefore, this 
servant was debtor in the amount of 
over seven million dollars. It speaks 
of one whose responsibilities to God 
were such as he could never, by any 
possibility, meet. 

Verse 25.—“His lord commanded him 
to be sold ... and all that he had, and 
payment to be made.” According to the 
debtors’ law of the time, the man and 
his entire family could be sold into 
slavery and all his possessions confis- 
cated in order to attempt to satisfy 
his creditor. 


Verse 26—“Have patience with me, 
and I will pay thee all.” Pleading for 
leniency, the hopeless debtor promised 
to attempt to meet every obligation, 
though he must have known it was 
humanly impossible. 

Verse 27.—“The lord of that servant 
was moved with compassion ... and 
forgave him the debt.” Seeing the man’s 
pitiable plight, but recognizing his de- 
sire to make amends, the master, at 
the time, annulled the obligation. But 
it was governmental forgiveness and 
might be revoked if the servant later 
proved unworthy. 

Verse 28.—“The same servant . . 
found one of his fellowservants, which 
owed him an hundred pence.” The Ro- 
man penny, or denarius, was a coin a 
little smaller than an English shilling 
or an American quarter. The entire 
debt was only about twenty dollars at 
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the most, a mere trifle compared with 
the millions the other had owed. Yet 
this man took his fellow servant “by the 
throat, saying, Pay me that thou owest.” 
How apt we are to be hard with those 
who have, as we think, wronged us, for- 
getting how much more we ourselves 
have wronged God, the Master of us all! 


Verse 29.—“His fellowservant ... be- 
sought him, saying, Have patience with 
me, and I will pay thee all.” Just as 
the first debtor had pleaded for mercy, 
so now his fellow servant pleaded with 
him. 

Verse 30.—‘He would not.” To all the 
beseechings the one who had been for- 
given so much turned a deef ear. In 
his ruthlessness he disregarded alto- 
gether the pleadings of the other and 
cast him into the debtor’s prison, there to 
abide until “he should pay the debt.” 
How easy it is to forget one’s own sins, 
while demanding full reparation for the 
offenses of others! 


Verse 31.—“His fellowservants 
were very sorry ...and told unto their 
lord all that was done.” Indignant at 
such a display of heartlessness, the other 
servants of .the household made known 
to the master the cruel behavior of the 
one to whom he had forgiven so vast 
a sum. 


Verse 32.—“Theéen his lord, after that 
he had called him, said unto him, O 
thou wicked servant.” Summoned to 
the presence of the master, he was 
sternly addressed in accordance with the 
facts of the case. He must learn to his 
sorrow that grace does not set aside 
government. 


Verse 33—“Shouldest not thou also 
have compassion ... as I had. pity on 
thee?” Even so, God looks to see in us 
the same consideration shown to those 
who have trespassed against us, as He 
has manifested to us, who have often 
sinned so grievously against Him. This 
is a principle of the divine government 
which remains unchanged in every dis- 
pensation. It is ever true that “whatso- 
ever a. man soweth, that shall he also 
reap” (Gal. 6:7). Those to whom favor 
has been shown are in duty bound to 
show similar favor to others. 

Verse 34.—“His lord was wroth, and 
delivered him to the tormentors.” In 
stern righteousness, the offender was 
thrown into prison, there to learn by 
suffering, the reprehensibleness of his 
behavior. That which had once been 
forgiven was charged against him again 
and he was held responsible to “pay all 
that was due.” This should not be con- 
fused with the question of eternal for- 
giveness. It is, as previously mentioned, 
governmental forgiveness, which de- 
pends to a large extent upon one’s per- 
sonal subjection to God. 

Verse 35—‘“‘So likewise shall my 
heavenly Father do also unto you, if ye 

. forgive not every one his brother.”

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should be taken home to all of our hearts. 
How dare we be harsh and censorious 
with our brethren when the Father has 
been so gracious to us? 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Every truly awakened and penitent 
soul will recognize himself in the ten 
thousand talent debtor. We have all 
offended so grievously against the ma- 
jesty of Heaven that we can never pay 
the great debt we owe. Yet grace for- 
gives freely and remits temporal con- 
sequences, which, if allowed to go on, 
might have destroyed us utterly. What 
grace then should we show to those who 
offend us! If we fail to do this, the 
Father, in His family government, may 
permit us to suffer terribly for sins of 
long ago, so that throughout the rest of 
our lives we may find ourselves in the 
prison house of physical or mental suf- 
fering. There is a very definite sense in 
which the failing believer is, only for- 
given as he himself forgives.

Revoking Forgiveness. In order to 
make clear what we mean by govern- 
mental forgiveness and its possible revo- 
cation, let me use the following illus- 
tration:

Guilty again, he is com- 
manded to go up to the room and is not 
even permitted to come down for sup- 
per with the family. He puts in several 
evenings like this, then calls his father, 
confesses his wrong, and begs forgive- 
ness. The father forgives, but insists 
he must remain in seclusion one more 
day as a warning to the other children. 
However, the next day all are going on 
a picnic, and because of the erring boy’s 
apparent sincere repentance, the father 
decides to remit the rest of the chas- 
tisement. But later that day, the lad 
exhibits a very bad spirit toward other 
members of the family, as a result of 
which the father insists that he fill out 
the time formerly forztiven. It is fam- 
ily discipline. God, as our Father, thus 
disciplines or governs His household (1 
Pet. 1:17).

The Busy Men’s Corner 
By William H. Ridgway 


“49 Times 10.”—Until seventy times 
seven (Matt. 18:22). This is the Mas- 
ter’s “golden yardstick” for measuring 
forgiveness. “49” forgivers “10” times 
long! This, of course, is just a meta- 
phorical way of saying “unlimited for- 
giveness.” 

The deepest of Eastern blue blood 
traces its American origin to the May- 
flower in New England, the Welcome in 
Philadelphia, and the Cavalier in the 
South. The deepest shade of Western 
blue blood traces its origin to those 
who were in the “gold rush” of “49.” 
They are called “The Forty-niners.” As 
John G. Saxe would put it: 

Depend upon it, my blue blood friend, 

Your blue blood line you can’t ascend 

Without great fear to apprehend 

A pick and. shovel at its end 

Swung by a grimy miner. 
Or else your boasted blue blood line 
May end in the Vigilant’s noose of twine 
That swung your “Forty-niner.” 

All this persiflage is just to call atten- 
tion to the fact that there is no real 
caste in Christian America. We are 
just an overflow from Europe and Asia, 
and, as a people, just a good “run of the 
mine” ! 

Attention is called to the fact that 
we are all “in the same boat,” and the 
only aristocracy comes from our con- 
nection with Heaven. “Now are we the 
sons of God” (1 John 3:2). Such being 
the case, we must be “unlimited for- 
givers” in order to be enrolled in 
Heaven’s “Social Register” (Luke 6:37). 

The last earthly prayer the Lord Jesus 
made was a “10-times-49” one. “Father, 
forgive them.” Then another of the blue 
blood line made a like dying prayer, 
“Father, don’t blame them.” Thousands 
since have made the similar prayer. 

In view of this statement by our Lord, 
what a waste of words the Lord’s Prayer 
must be to the “don’t-speaks,” “spite- 
holders,” “get-eveners” who pray, “For- 
give us our debts, as we forgive our 
debtors.” . If one prays like that, who 
is not a “49 times 10” Christian, he must 
do it with fingers crossed and his tongue 
in his cheek! 


The “Big” Little Fellow.—The lord of 
that servant ... forgave him the debt 
(v. 27): This writer has always be- 
lieved our Lord’s parables were based 
on well-known incidents in the daily life 
of the people. There was a faithful 
shepherd who went after a.lost sheep. 
There was a woman whose loss of one 
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of her coins would be a reflection upon 
her. There was a prodigal who came 
back home “on his uppers.” Assaults 
and robberies on the Jericho road were 
nothing new. 

. There were no newspapers or maga- 
zines, it is true, but there has always 
been a “wireless’”” It is often called 
the “grapevine telegraph.” In Africa it 
is carried on most effectively by drums. 

So there is no doubt the parable of 
our lesson was suggested by a flagrant 
case of the Big Fellow generous and 
forbearing, and the little fellow mean 
and heartless. 

And how true the picture is to this one 
trait of man’s fallen ‘state, when he has 
not been softened by contact with the 
religion of the Lord Jesus Christ! 

Some years ago I had soine business 
with the Pennsylvania Railroad. I had 
no trouble in getting to see the late 
Mr. Elisha Lee and was most generously 
received. Mr. Lee, in case you do not 
know, while only vice-president, was in 
reality the Pennsylvania Railroad. He 
conducted the “deals,” got the big busi- 
ness. He is the man I have told about 
who always carried a five-cent copy of 
the Shorter Catechism in his pocket. 
“I always have an answer to all re- 
ligious questions,” he explained. 

Mr. Lee sent me to another official 
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away ‘down the line. That official was 
so “high and mighty” that I walked out 
and dropped the matter which was some- 
thing to the advantage of the road. Mr. 
Lee, a little later, died. 

The owner of a big department store, 
who was a good friend and a reader of 
this Corner, knowing I built elevators, 
asked me to go look over a situation 
in his store and tell him if he could 
get in an elevator without too much 
alteration of the building. We did not 
make the kind of elevator he could use, 
so it was just a good turn to an old 
friend. The store had a manager who 
was a regular martinet of the mean and 
disagreeable sort. He thought I was 
a salesman hunting an elevator order 
and went to work on me. I told him 
a thing or two in the presence of a lot 
of his salesgirls who looked as if they 
would like to hug me for it. I found 
later that all his help in the biz s‘ore 
hated the man. I reported to my friend 
that what the store necded was not a 
new electric elevator but a new Chris- 
tian manager. And that is what hap- 
pened ! 


An Exhibit in This Case.—Likewise 
shall my heavenly Father do also unto 
you, if ye from your hearts forgive not 
every one his brother their trespasses 
(v. 35). On a hill overlooking the 
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Brandywine water up the “Manor” way 
is a fine farm. In the early years of 
1800 this farm was owned by an old- 
time Presbyterian elder named Robert 
Dubbleyou. He was jst as stern and 
unbending and stiff-necked a Scotsman 
as any of the sort who ever lived in 
real life or in the “Bonnie Brier Bush” 
or other “kailyard” fiction. 

Elder Dubbleyou had a son and three 
daughters. He was considered a very 
rich man for that day. In that early 
time, farmers were served by mechanics 
who itinerated from place to place and 
did the accumulated work. The “dress- 
maker-come-to-the-house” is a relic of 
that custom. 

A harness maker named John Farley, 
now and then, came to the Dubbleyou 
farm. Being a good-looking young 
Irishman, as well as a good mechanic, 
it was only natural for one of the three 
Dubbleyou girls to fall in love with him. 
Elder Dubbleyou raised a row and for- 
bade the girl to see the harness maker. 
So they eloped. 

The couple were driven away by Elder 
Dubbleyou, and disowned. The harness 
maker later died and left his wife in 
straitened circumstances with two chil- 
dren, a boy and a girl. The mother 
died unforgiven. Then the stern, hard, 
unforgiving Robert Dubbleyou was laid 
to rest in the “Manor” churchyard. The 
farm passed into other hands, and the 
son Robert and his two sisters Hannah 
and Peggy moved to Midway in a house 
across the street from us Ridgways. 
None of the three had married. They 
had not been allowed to, by their dom- 
ineering father Elder Dubbleyou. 

“Aunt Hannah,” as we called her, was 
the head of the house. Peggy was mel- 
ancholy, “crossed in love,” Aunt Han- 
nah explained. The son, “Uncle Bobby,” 
we called him, was a man broken in 
spirit by his severe father. Both Robert 
and Peggy joined their father in the 
cther world. Aunt Hannah was alone. 
So she got her niece, Hannah Farley, 
to come live with her. The boy, John 
Farley, went to California in the “gold 
rush” of ’49, but instead of washing sand 
for gold he plowed the land for wheat, 
and became rich. 

“Aunt Hannah” was so “close” she 
would hardly: spend enough on food to 
eat, even though having inherited all 
the family wealth, she was very rich. 
Mother Ridgway used to pity her. Said 
her hard father had made her that way, 
and so Mother would send her good 
dinners. We boys were not so well 
pleased. Aunt Hannah, in due course, 
joined the rest of the family, and the 
money —lots of it— went to some dis- 
tant cousins who made it “tly.” 

The point of this recital of local his- 
tory is that Robert Dubbleyou’s unfor- 
giving spirit ruined the happiness of his 
whole family and blotted out the hon- 
ored name in Chester County. And he 
was an “elder in the church” at that!

Topic and Scripture: Forgiving One Another 
(Matt. 18:21, 22). 


HE lesson on forgiveness is one we 

all need, from the tiny tots in Begin- 
ners classes to the gray-haired Bible 
class, and the farther away from child- 
hood we get, the harder it is to learn 
to forgive. That is why we should strive 
to teach Primary children to forgive. 
There are two parties to forgiveness. 
We often insist that one child must for- 
give another, when perhaps the other 
child will admit no wrong, and does not 
seek forgiveness. Let us be just as in- 
sistent that the wrongdoer shall admit 
his wrong, and ask forgiveness. Many 
Christians seem never to have learned 
to say, “I was wrong. I am sorry.” The 
little child who learns to say this, and 
mean it, has learned one of life’s big- 
gest lessons. 

Then the other side. Must we for- 
give everybody? Must we forgive the 
people who ask forgiveness and then 
do the same thing over again and again? 
Christ said, “Until seventy times seven.” 
The angry little child says, “I don’t 
want to forgive him.” The injured 
grown person may not say this, but he 
has that feeling in his heart, or perhaps 
he hides behind this excuse, “He has 
neyer asked me to forgive him.” That 
makes no difference. The injured per- 
son must not harbor bitterness in his 
own heart. An unforgiving heart hin- 
ders fellowship with the Lord, and 
makes Christian service meaningless. 

Then some say, “I can forgive, but I 
cannot forget.” That is probably true 
of many people, because what has hap- 
pened becomes a part of their estimate 
of the other person’s character, which 
estimates very often are quite wrong. 
There are people who are so happily 
constituted that they literally forget all 
differences. Others by the grace of God, 
though they do not forget, have no bit- 
terness in remembering. 

There are several things to emphasize 
with the little child: 

1. If he is wrong, he should say so, 
and ask forgiveness. 

2. If he has been hurt, he should 
gladly forgive the one who hurt him. 

3. He should forgive because he has 
been forgiven, if he is God’s child. 

I would teach the whole Golden Text 
verse, if they can get it; and if it is 
too long, use the last part, rather than 
the first, “forgiving one another, even 
as God for Christ’s sake hath forgiven 
you” (Eph. 4:32). 

Some children, as well as adults, find 
it very hard to forgive, and they must 
be taught to ask the Lord Jesus Christ 
to help them to forgive, to make them 
willing to forgive, for, in the last anal- 
ysis, unforgiveness is just selfishness, 
injured self demanding recognition. 

While you are teaching the children,

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be sure you are not harboring any un- 
forgiveness in your own heart. 

Children are very keen about things, 
and if you are not on speaking terms 
with somebody in the church, they know 
it, and your talk on forgiveness would 
be like sounding brass and a tinkling 
cymbal. 

Teaching children to forgive seems 
very important, in view of the fact that 
so much of the heartbreak in life comes 
from unforgiveness. We see so many 
adults whose lives are wrecked because 
they cannot or will not forgive, perhaps 
a husband or wife, a father or mother, 
or brother or sister, and not only are 
their own lives saddened, but many in- 
nocent children and other relatives suf- 
fer because of it. So many broken 
homes are the result of unforgiving 
hearts. 

A friend of mine for nearly twenty 
years had suffered everything from her 
husband, even to beating. After sepa- 
rating for a time she took him back 
again. She said: “He was sick and 
nobody cared anything about him, and 
I couldn’t keep on hating him. I don’t 
think I love him, but I have forgiven 
him, and I am so much happier now. 
He is treating me well, but even if he 
didn’t, I'd have to forgive him. You 
know, Mrs. Low, hating does something 
awful to you inside.”

AY, fellows, Pope wrote, “To err is 
human, to forgive, divine.” 

No less than twenty-one other great 
poets, philosophers, and statesmen, in- 
cluding Seneca, Demosthenes, Euripides, 
Homer, Marcus Antonius, Plauts, Soph- 
ocles, St. Augustine, Cicero, and Terence, 
wrote, “To err is human,” but it re- 
mained for Alexander Pope to add the 
Scriptural thought of forgiveness. 

The Lord Jesus Christ attached great 
importance to forgiveness. One evidence 
being the fact that in teaching His dis- 
ciples what is known as “The Lord’s 
Prayer,” the petition for forgiveness of 
sins is the only conditional one; that 
forgiveness being dependent upon the 
petitioner’s forgiving those who had in- 
jured him. 

The only comment our Lord made 
upon the prayer after He had stated it, 
was in regard to this forgiving spirit in 
the petitioner, and He declared plainly 
that no one can receive forgiveness 
from the Heavenly Father who has not 
forgiven his brother man. This is a 
very serious matter, for no one can hope 
to go to Heaven whose sins are not 
forgiven; and there is only one other 
place to go when death comes, and that 
is hell. Our Lord showed great con- 
cern about this forgiveness, and He told 
the parable of our lesson today to warn 
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you and me not to hold a grudge. We 
cannot afford to hold a grudge if it bars 
from us the blessedness of God’s forgive- 
ness of our sins. 

Jesus knew that unforgiven sinners 
are lost, eternally lost; and His concern 
about it forms a very large part of the 
reason for His willingness to die on the 
cross, that we might use His name and 
say “For Christ’s sake,” when we plead 
with God for forgiveness. One of our 
sacred hymns, just a hundred years old, 
entitled, “There is a Green Hill Far 
Away,” says, 

He died that we might be forgiven, 

He died to make us good, 
That we might go at last to Heaven, 
Saved by His precious blood. 

So, fellows, I think this lesson will 
do us a lot of good if it causes us to 
pause just here and think. Think over 
our relationships with people, even the 
members of our own family. It is just 
possible there is someone we have not 
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forgiven, and I am sure we will know 
it at once. As we want our Heavenly 
Father to forgive us — indeed, we cannot 
do without that—so let us promptly, 
fully, and freely forgive that one. And 
let us say so to that one. It will not 
only be meeting the condition of our 
own forgiveness with God, but it will 
give us a grand and glorious feeling in- 
side of us that we have not known since 
we began to hold the grudge.

HE story (Matt. 18:23-34) will be 

much more real to the children if 
they are allowed to “act it out.” A king, 
two servants (to whom the children 
may give names for convenience in dis- 
tinguishing them), an officer, a prison 
keeper, and fellow servants will supply 
every child with some part. A chair 
for a throne, possibly a crown, and a 
part of the room for a prison are the 
only properties needed. If the children 
are accustomed to dramatizing their 
stories at school, they will probably plan 
their own procedure and conversation; 
and the Scripture story will be read and 
reread for the necessary information. 
The following explanations will be es- 
sential: This is a story the Lord Jesus 
told because He wanted to get His ‘dis- 
ciples to do something. What that some- 
thing was we'll decide later. Just now 
we'll enjoy the story. “Ten thousand 
talents” may be translated as ten mil- 
lion dollars, and “a hundred pence” as 
twenty dollars. 

After the story has been visualized 
by action, discuss what the Lord was 
aiming to get His disciples to do. (Some- 
one may call attention to the warning 
in verse 35.) What should the servant 
in’ the story have done? Why? Whom 
does the servant in the story represent? 
Whom does the king represent? What 
has He done for us? So what should 
we do for others? “Be ye kind one to 
another, tenderhearted, forgiving one an- 
other” (Eph. 4:32, Memory Verse). 

If possible, lead the children to a con- 
sideration of actual incidents of mean- 
ness and spite, which are so common at 
their age, and plan how a Christian child 
should meet them. What part of the 
Lord’s Prayer asks for God’s forgive- 
ness? What part tells how much we can 
expect to get? Psalm 103:12 tells how 
far away God puts our sins from us. 
He wants us to scatter our grudges, too, 
far, far off where they'll never come 
back. Instead of the frown and the mean 
words, He’d like a kindly smile, even 
for those who are grouchy to us. You 
couldn’t do it? Oh, yes, you can if 
you’re an overcomer and let God give 
you the right kind of heart. “Who

THE BLESSINGS OF FORGIVENESS 


HEME for this week: If something 
is wrong, it should be made right. 
Theme for next week: If something 
is received, something should be given. 
Give! Forgive! These are genuine 
tests of Christian discipleship, yet fol- 
lowing Christ by forgiving others and 
giving generously are not avenues of 
entrance into the Christian life. First 
of all, we must know Christ as our Sav- 
iour who has provided forgiveness for 
us, and “blotted out, as a thick cloud,” 
our transgressions (Isa. 44:22; Eph. 5: 
31, 32). We must know Him as the One 
“who giveth us richly all things to en- 
joy” (1 Tim. 6:17). We must know our- 
selves as debtors to Him, and must reach 
forth in faith and accept His offer of 
pardon and restoration, and must be- 
lieve that He has justified us in the sight 
of God (Acts 13:38, 39). 

There is a three-way channel that 
must be clear in order to bring freedom 
and ease of contact between guilty ones, 
those whom they have wronged, and the 
Heavenly Father. Do you keep the 
channel clear? 

In the lesson was a man whose lord 
forgave him just as God forgives us. 
Another man needed forgiveness, but the 
forgiven servant refused to forgive in 
his turn. Why? Was he trying to get 
more than his due? Was he too haughty 
to humble himself before a fellow be- 
ing? Was he afraid of losing prestige? 

Why did the lord who had forgiven 
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change his attitude and make the serv- 
ant pay the debt? Had the transaction 
of forgiveness been incomplete? It was 
complete on the part of the forgiving 
lord, but when the forgiven servant 
failed in the part he should have taken, 
his relationship with his lord was 
changed. 

Forgiveness is a two-way transaction. 
It involves, on one hand, a person who 
owes a debt, or who has committed a 
transgression, and on the other hand, a 
person to whom a debt is owed or who 
has been wronged. The creditor may 
offer release from the debt, or excuse the 
wrong, but if the debtor does not accept 
the offer, or, as in the story, does not 
show his gratitude by similar kindness 
to others, his original debt again becomes 
due. He has forfeited his right to free- 
dom. God’s law of forgiveness demands: 
(1) Seek- forgiveness from God. (2) 
Seek forgiveness from those you have 
wronged. (3) Forgive those who have 
wronged you. “If ye forgive not men 
their trespasses, neither will your Father 
forgive your trespasses” (Matt. 6:15). 
We cannot pray Matthew 6:12, in the 
Lord’s Prayer, unless we forgive. 

“If ye from your hearts forgive not.” 
It is not enough to go through an out- 
ward process of “making up” to someone 
who is at fault, True forgiveness must 
come from the heart. Bitterness, haughti- 
ness, impatience, unkindness— these 
fester and irritate the personality of one 
who harbors a grudge or who is unwill- 
ing to be humble and forgiving. Have 
you ever experienced the effects within 
your own nature of such failure to for- 
give? Forgiveness may involve a very 
little matter, or something very big, but 
the results will be the same; there will 
come a feeling of freedom and release 
and joy for the repentant, forgiven one; 
and love, humility, and a sense of sur- 
render for the one who forgives. 

Here is a final point to emphasize. 
If you are unforgiven or unforgiving, 
your prayers cannot find a_ clear, 
straight-through route to God. Is there 
anyone whom you would like to ask to 
forgive you? You may not have to con- 
fess every detail of your faults to others 
as a girl once did when she had told 
a friend that she did not like Fanny’s 
dress. When someone suggested con- 
fessing faults one to another she hur- 
ried to Fanny and told her of the 
remark. This might sometimes be neces- 
sary, but not always. Now, is there any- 
one whom you have not forgiven? “First 
be reconciled to thy brother, and then 
come and offer thy gift” of prayer and 
praise (Matt. 5:24).

We wonder at our own 
perversity and disobedience. Thou hast 
spoken to us clearly and Thou hast made 
plain the way of life in Thy Word, yet 
we have so often followed our own de- 
vices and have so greatly needed thy 
forgiveness. Help us, we pray Thee, 
to consider others round about us in the 
spirit of true forgiveness. May we not 
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be economical with our forgiving spirit, 
may we hold no grudges against 
anyone, and may we forget even the 
thing for which we exercise forgiveness. 
Help us to realize how troublesome we 
have been to others, and very humbly 
take the first opportunity to ask forgive- 
ness of those whom we have offended in 
any way. We ask it in the name of 
our forgiving Lord. Amen. 

After the Lesson.—Do you ever say to 
yourself, “I can forgive, but I cannot 
forget”? You do? Then you know little 
about forgiveness! As to our sins 
against Him, we are told that God “will 
remember them no more.” “As far as 
the east is from the west, so far hath 
he removed our transgressions from us.” 
“He hath not dealt with us after our 
sins; nor rewarded us according to our 
iniquities.” What a tremendous need 
there is for us to be quick to forgive 
others and especially to forget what the 
difficulty was about! A devoted mother 
felt obliged to punish one of her boys, 
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but the punishment was delayed until 
late in the day. When she called the 
boy aside to bear his punishment she 
could not even remember what the of- 
fense was. A singularly beautiful Chris- 
tian woman who, on her death-bed, was 
asked forgiveness by one who had 
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brought great sorrow into her life sim- 
ply said in the most loving way, “Why, 
I have nothing to forgive.” Can you 
look up to our Heavenly Father today 
and really mean it when you ask Him 
to forgive you just as you forgive 
others? Let us pray.

They are all gone out of the way, they 
are together become unprofitable; there 
is none that doeth good, no, not one. 
Their throat is an open sepulchre; with 
their tongues they have used deceit; the 
poison of asps is under their lips: whose 
mouth is full of cursing and bitterness: 
their feet are swift to shed blood: des- 
truction and misery are in their ways: 
and the way of peace have they not 
known: there is no fear of God before 
their eyes. Now we know that what 
things soever the law saith, it saith 
to them who are under the law: that 
every mouth may be stopped, and all 
the world may become camel before 
God.” 

He had listened intently and now said:

I know God’s Word will not return 
unto Him void (Isa. 55:11), and the con- 
versation I had with the youth at the 
lunchroom will also some day bring 
forth fruit.

|S yoo private and public prayer have 

their~rightful place in the experi- 
ence of the believer, and each has cer- 
tain peculiar advantages that are not 
found in the other.

The Scripture portions chosen for our 
prayer meeting this week bring us some 
of these rules. David’s Psalm, from 
which the first portion is chosen, begins 
with thanksgiving, — with gratitude for 
sins forgiven, and for a stained record 
that has been wiped clean (vs. 1, 2). 
Turning: to the New Testament, we find 
that thanksgiving is also mentioned as an 
important part of prayer. In Philip- 
pians 4:6 we read, “In every thing by 
prayer and supplication with thanks- 
giving let your requests be made known 
unto God.”

David’s Psalm shows the important 
place he gave to confession in the mat- 
ter of prayer (v. 5). He speaks of his 
discomfort and uneasiness while he kept 
silent (v. 3), and he tells of his acknowl- 
edgment of his sins and the confession 
of his transgression to the Lord. Couple 
with these expressions Psalm 66:18, “If 
I regard iniquity in my heart, the Lord 
will not hear me,” and we shall see that 
answers to our prayers are conditioned 
upon our relationship to God. If we 
harbor or cherish unconfessed sin in our 
hearts, God cannot answer our prayers.

David’s Psalm shows that he prayed 
in faith believing, or with assurance (vs. 
6, 7). He was confident that God would 
preserve him and deliver him. In the 
New Testament we find, “And all 
things, whatsoever ye shall ask in 
prayer, believing, ye shall receive” 
(Matt. 21:22). Again in 1 John 5:14, 15 
we read, “And this is the confidence that 
we have in him, that, if we ask any 
thing according to his -will, he heareth 
us: and if we know that he hear us, 
whatsoever we ask, we know that we 
have the petitions that we desired of 
him.”

Turning now to the second portion of 
our Scripture lesson, Matthew 6:5, 6, we 
find two more principles given. The 
first (v. 5) is that our prayer is to be 
sincere and from the heart, and with no 
thought of the approval of men. It is 
possible, even when we pray in private, 
to take some satisfaction in the fact that 
another has seen us going to or coming 
from the place of prayer, or may know 
how much time we spend in prayer. Such 
a secret gratification defeats the very 
spirit of prayer by putting the approval 
of men before the approval of God. 

we 

The second principle seen in this por- 
tion in Matthew’s Gospel is that prayer 
is to be addressed to the Father. In this 
we have the example of the Lord Jesus 
Himself (Matt. 11:25, 26; John 17:1, 5; 


T.uke 99-49: 99:48). and the teachings of

the Epistles as well (Gal. 4:6; Rom. 8: 
15). Closely related to this truth is an- 
other principle that prayer is to be ad- 
dressed to the Father in the name of the 
Son. For this we have the admonitions 
of the Lord Jesus, found in John 16:24; 
14:14; 15:16). Still another principle is 
related to these two that have just been 
stated. Prayer is to be addressed to the 
Father, in the name of the Son, and 
in the power and guidance of the Spirit, 
the third person of the Trinity (Jude 20; 
Eph. 6:18; 1 Cor. 14:15). Praying in the 
name ,of the Lord Jesus means more 
than merely using His name as a fetish 
or “Open Sesame.” It involves belief on 
the Lord Jesus as personal Saviour and 
abiding in Him (John 15:7). Likewise 
prayer in the power of the Spirit in- 
volves more than mere appeal to the 
Spirit of God. It includes a recognition 
of His direction and control in the life. 
yet; 


We should not close our consideration 
of private prayer without one final and 
all-important principle. It has already 
been implied, and it is stated in 1 John 
5:14, “And this is the confidence that we 
have in him, that, if we ask any thing 
according to his will, he heareth us.” 
It should not be difficult for us to see 
that prayer for anything that is con- 
trary or outside the will of God cannot 
be answered in the way we expect. God 
has to answer such prayer with a “No!” 
However, if we are truly abiding in the 
Lord Jesus, and allowing ourselves to 
be controlled by the Holy Spirit, we will 
not pray contrary to His will.

The great truth we need to remember 
throughout all our praying is that our 
Heavenly Father loves us and delights 
to give His children the things we 
ask for if they are for our good. When 
He.withholds anything, it is because we 
are not ready for it, or it would be harm- 
ful, or it is not His time. We trust our 
earthly parents; can we not trust our 
“much more” Heavenly Father?
